Sandwich Golf Club Has Bought the 
Prince Homestead. 
The town of Sandwich has long 


| been distinguished a8, 0 place of boau- 


ty as well as for its historical inter- 
est, and one of the most lovely, as 
well as the most interesting spots in 
the vicinity has been secured for 
the new golf and country club, in 
which many men from Windsor and 
Detroit are interested. The Oak Ridge 
Golf Club was formed some ten years 
ago and had a nine-hole course on 
rented property below Sandwich, but | 
as a long lease could not be obtained 
it was decided to give up this pro- 
perty and purchase grounds where 
permanent improvements might be 
made with some confidence that such 
expenditure would not be wasted, 
With this in view an option was se- 
cured on fifty-six acres of the Park 
Farm, and a stock company was in- 
corporated and sufficient stock sub- 
scribed to purchase this property and 
provide funds to make a good start 
towards laying out a golf course and 
fitti up a clubhouse. The credit 
of originating this scheme and suc- 
cussfully carrying it through is due 
to Mr. R. M. Morton, and sharehold- 
ers are congratulating themselves on 
having made such a good purchase, 
for in a few years this property will 
be worth double the money expended. 
This venture will alter one of the 
most romantic places in western On- 
tario, for Park Farm was long ago 
the home of Col. John Prince, con- 
spicuous for his forceful conduct dur- 
ing the Patriot rebellion in 1838, and 
particularly that part of it which 
culminated in the battle of Windsor, 
where, as Col. Prince’s official report 
states, “of the brigands and pirates 
twenty-one were killed, besides four 
that were brought in at the close of 
the engagement, all of whom I or- 
dered shot, and it was done accord- 
ingly.” This was certainly a drastic 
measure, and a military council look- 
ed intd the matter and it was discus- 
sed in the Imperial Parliament, 
where the great Wellington himself 
spoke in behalf of Col. Prince, de- 
claring that the circumstances requir- 
ed vigorous treatment; that no mob 
should be allowed to enter a country 
and march against unprotected citi- 
zens without being severely ‘dealt 
with. Certainly the shooting of these 
prisoners cleared Essex County of 
those styling themselves Patriots. 
The coming of John Prince to 
Sandwich was an event in its history, 
for he introduced foreign tastes and 
a flavor of the English gentleman of 
leisure. He had been a barrister in 
Gloucester, England, and came to 
Canada in search of change and sport. 
It mattered=little to him where he 
settled, so long as game was abund- 
ant and the company congenial. 
These conditions being fulfilled in 
Sandwich, to Sandwich he came in 
1834, accompanied by his wife, three 
sons, five English servants, and a 
box of golden guineas so heayy two 
men were required to lift it. Two 
servants, man and wife, decided to 
try farming, so Prince looked about 


' a different woman. 


c ua bewuti- 
ful piece of rolling land directiy 
behind Sandwich. He stocked the 
farm with thoroughbred cattle import- 
ed from Engladn, built a house, and 
placed his retainers on the land. The 
woman, however, was an expert cook, 
and, tiring of country life, she and 
her husband established themselves 
in’a hotel in Sandwich, where for 
years their house was famous for old 
English comfort and the excellence 
of its dinners. 

Prince then decided to occupy 
Park Farm himself: He added two 
large wings to the house, and turned 
it into what he called a shooting-box. 
He made the grounds beautiful with | 
hedges, gardens and miniature lakes, 
he imported pheasants, peacocks and 
swans, and placed deer and other 
game in the natural woods adjoining. 
When he and his family were settled 
in Park Farm his hospitality knew 
no bounds; the house was soon filled 
with sportsmen, and the stables with 
their horses. Prince spent money 
lavishly, and was never known to 
refuse a loan nor take a note for se- 
curity. 


An Unprofitable District. 


Two very interesting reports on 
portions of the Northwest Territories, 
southwest of Hudson Bay, have just 
been issued by the Dominion Geologi- 
cal Survey. They are of especial value 
to Ontario, on account of the fact that 
the region concerning which they 
give information is that part of the 
unorganized Northwest Territories, 
formerly part of the district of Kee- 
watin, which Ontario is so strenuous. 
ly endeavoring to have added to its 
area. 

Judging from both reports there 
seems to be little prospect that the 
province will gain a region in which 
may be found any valuable economic 
minerals in paying quantities. Even 


if the difficulties of transportation 
are overcome, it is very doubtful 
whether the mineral found would re 
pay working.

Correct Reading Position. 

The position of the body while read- 
ing is almost as important as the qual- 
ity of the light. The habit that some 
people have of reading in bed ts usual- 
ly injurious, not simply becanse phy- 
sicians “do not believe in it,” but for 
very definite reasong. The body Is 
often held iv a strained position, with 
the bead bent forward, causing con. 
gestion of the eyes. If the book be 
placed upon » pillow or rest and the 
bead fixed in a vuatural position little 
injury will result. Probgbly adult 
bookworms will continue to read ip 
bed and “scrooch” themselves up ip 
all kinds of strained positions in their 
library chairs, notwithstanding all 
warnings, and eye strain, with its 
train of Ils, will continue to distress 
them. 

But with cbildren a correct position 
and light supply while writing or read- 
ing is really of vital importance. Cur- 
vature of the spiné may result from 
constant malposition at the school 
dexk or while reading at home.

Impertance of Proper Glasses. 

The degree of injury that results

Just ax a littl tobacco or 
alcohol will in some subjects produce 
chaos In the nervous system so will a 
slight refractive error in a person of 
unstable nervous organization cause a 
profound disturbance of the general 
health., 
» When a refractive error exists the 
ciliary muscles endeavor to correct ‘it 
by altering the shape of the lens. Un- 
lens the error is extreme the effort ir 
usually successful, and the patient 
thinks he bas good eyesight. But a 
condition of tension exists in the mech> 
anism of accommodation which will 
be reflected ip n long train of nervous 
symptoms, especially beadaches, un: 
less the subject is of an especially ro 
bust and resistant type, 

if the eye were a lifeless optical in- 


AMalified to th a Nit 
training todie correct glasses. 
As the eye is a living organ it should 
be tested with due regard to that fact 
and by a physician who can study the 
eye conditions as a whole and not 
alone the optical conditions which have 
been created by a combination of the 
refractive error and the patient's effort 
to correct it. By certain drugs the 
accommodation of the patient is over- 
come, and the full degree of the error 
is reveaied.- The moral is not to trifle 
with the “window of your brain” by 
letting some man on the street fit you 
with glasses. You will save money 
and healtb by going to the “man who 
knows.” a physician trained to the 
work. 

When, glasses are required they 
should be worn—the earlier the bet- 
ter. Some people keep away from the 
oculist just as they keep away from 
the dentist. paying dearly in the end 

Bathing the Eyes. 

Ordinarily the eyes are kept clean by 
the secretion of the lachrymal glands, 
which is a weak saline fuid. When 
the eyes are irritated by dust or alighbt- 
ty infamed a solution of boracic acid, 
ten grains to the ounce of distilled wa- 
ter, is a useful preparation. Pure wa- 
ter is irritating and should not be 
rubbed or dashed into the eyes, 

There are no mysterious or magic 
eye waters or cures for cataract. The 
latter trouble is for the surgeon. All 
such nostrums either coutain simple 
astringents, in which case they are 
harmless, but unduly expensive, or 
they contain powerful drugs, which 
mask disease. but do not cure it, and 
are dangerous when self administered. 
In using eye lotions the eye dropper 
is preferable to the eye cup. The lat- 
ter washes the mafgin of the lids and 
may carry infectious matter to the del- 
feate membrane covering the eyeball. 

In acute inflammation ice cold com- 
presses made of gauze and wrung vut 
in boracic acid solution should be used. 
Later on bot compresses May prove 
more serviceable and soothing. 

When any member of the house- 
hold bas inflamed eyes he should ex- 
ercise great care pot to infect others. 
Separate towels, should be used and 
subsequently sterilized, and comprens- 
es or handkerchiefs abould be burned 
or sterilized. 


Care of Children’s Eyes, 

The eyes of school children should 
be examined from time to time and 
errors of refraction corrected. Those 
with inflamed eyes sbogld be sent 
home and treajed until cured, 

The eyes of the pew baby should be 
carefully cleansed with boric acid so- 
‘ution. Any signe of inflammation 
should call for imuiediate medical at- 
tention or serious results, even blind- 
ness, may follow. | :
